Madeline will be especially remem¬ 
bered for her ceaseless devotion to 
the mimeograph machine, to which 
she volunteered her spare time al¬ 
most every day for three years. She 
was practically a one-woman print¬ 
ing department, turning out an¬ 
nouncements, class newspapers, pro¬ 
grams, bulletins, and other material, 
all for G. H. S., besides receiving 
honors marks in all her subjects. 

Her love for the mimeograph ma¬ 
chine inspired her to build a model 
machine at home with a pair of 
scissors and a small screwdriver as 
her main tools. Thumb tacks, bits of 
tin, swab sticks, a rubber band, a 
piece of wire, cardboard, a holder 
for banjo keys, celluloid, a small 
amount of silver and black paint, an 
empty sample can of chocolate syrup, 
and several other ingredients, were 
her materials. 

The A. B. Dick Company, makers 
of the mimeograph machine that got 
her a job in the Home Office of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Com¬ 
pany, in the Mimeograph and Mul¬ 
tigraph Section. Moreover, Madeline 
was given a full page spread of pub¬ 
licity in the magazine published by 
her firm.
